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THE TAX BILL SHELVED 


IN ORDER TO PROCEED WITH THE 
‘APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Naval Appropriations Bill Taken Up by the 
Senate, and Antagonized by Dun C meron—Mr. 
VanWyck Contests With Robinsor, of 
New York, for the Cap aid Bells. 


Wasuineton, July 26.—In the senate, as 
soon asthe routine orders of business were 


disposed of, Mr. Hale moved to postpone all | 


present and prior orders, including the reve- 
nue bill, and to take up the naval appropria- 
tion bill. A long discussion followed, in 
which the motion was construed of both sides 
of the chamber as having the effect to 
dispose of the subject of revenue and 
taxation for this sesslon; and to facilitate the 
probable adjournment in the course of a few 
days. Inthe further progress of debate the 


position of the friends of the retenue bill 
was commented on as a virtual abandonment 
of it. A vote was finally taken, when the 
motion to proceed with the naval appropria- 
tions bill prevailed—yeas 34, nays 26. Messrs. 
Hale, Hoar, Ingalls, Kellogg, MecDiil and 
Plumb were the republicans voting with the 
democrats in favorof the motion. The neya- 
tive vote was entirely republican, except that 
Mahone and Davis, of Illinois, also yoted no. 
MR. VAN WYCK’S FON, 

Mr. San Wyck offered the following: 

Whereas, The tariff commission, from their 
headquarters at Long Branch, have on two 
occasions imploringly appealed. to the public 
for jnformation, and no response has been 
made thereto, and after inviling Into its pres- 
ence the manufacturers, importers and trad- 
ers, it is now wrestling with the serious ques- 
tion whether the gentlemen so invited can 
relate their experiences and explain their 
theories without taking an oath, duly admin- 
istered, to tell the truth, evidently with the 
laudable desire to protect itself from inposi- 
tion:. Resolved, That the attorney-general, as 
soon as in his judgment he can _ prn- 
dently withdraw his personal attention from 
the star route prosecutions, and can fully sat- 
isfy the president and his cabinet that men- 
bers of congress are not officers of the govern- 
ment, and as to the legality of political assess- 
ments, be directed to proceed to Long Branch 
to aid said commission in determining the 
above important and intrical question, and 
he shall advise what to him may seem proper 
to protect said commission from imposition 
by men wise in matters of trade and revenue, 
either by stringent oaths or other pains and 
penalties. : 

Numerous objections to the consideration 
of the resolution were made simultaneously, 
and it wert over without action. 

THE NAVAL BILL 

The senate took up the naval appropriation 
bill, as in committee of the whole, (Mr. Har 
rison in the chair) and Mr. Hall in charge ot 
the billaddressed the committee. Mr. Cam- 
eron, of Pennsylyania, chairman of the naval 
comuirittee, at the instanee of that committee, 
moved to reconimit the bill with instructions 
to the appropriation ‘committee to elimuinat: 
all of its provisions relating to the reorganiza 
tion of the navy. Passing ever the merits or 
Getails of the provisions, he protested 
against the usurpation by the appropriations 
comuiiittee of funetion which legitimately 
belonged to the naval committee. This prop- 
Osition brought on a general debate, which 
was still pending when the senate went Into 
éxecutive session and soon after adjourned. 

In executive session the senate confirmed 
the nomination of Merrit L. Joslyn to be as- 
sistant secretary of the interior. 

CONSIDERING CONFERENCE REPORTS. 

In the house, Mr. Hiscock, of New York, 
presented the conference report on the gen- 
eral defitiency appropriation bill, stating that 
the conference committee had been unable to 
agree uponu the matter in controversy—the 
payment of mileage to senators for attendancé 
at the extra session. Mr. Hiscock moved that 
the house recede from its disagreement, stat- 
ing that though he was opposed to it 
he did not desire that the passage 
of the bill be endangered or delayed. 

After discussion the motion was lost and a 
new conference committee was appointed. 
The conference committee on the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation bill re- 
ported another disagreement. The house in- 
sisted upon its » osition, and crdered another 
conference. The house then voted—yeas 104, 
nays 27—to recorisider the vote by which it 
yesterday refused to agree to the conference 
report on the river and harbor bill. The cou- 
ference report was then agreed to—yeas 111, 
nays 81. [be floor was granted the comiunit- 
tee on Indian affairs and debate on the first 
bil! was taken up, permitting the sale of part 
of the Omaha Indian reservation, which occu- 
pied the remainder of the day. The house 
then adjourned.

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TEN MILLION BILLS. 


Two Handred and Fifty Aeres of Congressional Liter- | 
ature This Session. 


Special dispatch to the Cincinnati Times-Star 
WasnHineton, July 24.—There are several 
peuple now laboring under the impression 
that congress has not done much this session, 
To those I beg to submit some facts which it 
is hoped may disabuse their minds of this 
false belief. There have been introduced in 
the house, in round numbers, since the ses- 


500 resolutions offered in the houseand senate, | 
bringing the grand total of bills and resolu- 
tions for both bodies up to 10,000. The law 
requires that there be printed 950 copies of 
each bill and jointresolution offered in either 
branch of congress for the use of the members 

This indicates that there have been printed 
9,500,000 copies of these bills and joint reso- 
lutions of this session. Then many of these 
become exhausted before they come up for 
consideration, and when they are to be acted 
upon are ordered reprinted. Our total aside 
from this was 9,500,000, Putting the number 


the whole we have the grand total of 10,000,000 
bills and joint resolutions, the production of 
this first session of the forty-seventh congress, 
up to date, aided by the congressional print- 
ing presses 


These biils average, probably, two 
each, and are eleven inches long and nearly 
eight inchesin width, and counting each to 
average two sheets (many of them are ten and 
some are fifty), they average considerably over 
seven feet in surface each. A very simple 
mathematical calculation shows that these 
ten million bills spread outside by side would 
cover about two hundred and fifty acres of 
ground. Two hundred and fifty acres of 
literature! Who shall say that the present 
congress has been idle? But this is not all 
either. 

The bills are, as [said above, eleven inches 
long eacb way. Lay them down in a straight 
line, end to end and they would make a hne 
1 GOO miles long, or haif the distance from 
New Yurk toSan Francisco. Then consider 
that these, on an average, consist of two 
sheets each, and tear‘ng them apart, lay each 
sheet separate, end to end, and you have 
enough to lav a line of congressional litera- 
ture, eight inches wide, from New York City 
to San Francisco. Who shall say that the 
present congress has accomplished nothing?

The Latter Writes a Letter Giving His Understanding 
of Biaine’sa Policy. 

Wasuineton, July 26.—Mr. Trescott has 
written a letter to Mr. Blaine at his request, 
giving his (Trescott’s) understanding of 
Blaine’s policy judged trom, his instructions, 
Trescott Says: “You always expressed your- 
self desirous that the Credit Industriel should 
be made useful to Peru, but were entirely un- 
willing that the United States should make 
the programme of that company a part of 
their own negotiation, or assume a guarantee 
of any arrangement which it might make 
with the Peruvian government. You did 
not favor “a protectorate over any part of 
South America. Your idea was to leave Peru 
free to negotiate with the Credit Industriel, 
and you instructed Hurlbut, and afterwards 
myself to report the result of such nezotia- 
tions to the department. As to your design 
ing war, the supposition is too absurd for se- 
rious consideration. If you had such pur- 
pose it was concealed from me, and J leit for 
South America with the impressfon that | 
would have completely failed im my mission 
if | did not sueceed in obtaining an amicable 
settlement of differences between the beliger- 
ents. As I understood, your object was, by 
a friendly solution of the existihg difficulties 
to prepare the way for the meeting of a peace 
congress at Washington, when you hoped to 
establish such relations between the republics 
of America as would prevent the possibility of 
a future war. But fora strange misconception, 
which reached and ‘misled the Chilian 
cabinet through leading and influential pa- 
pers of the United States, I believed that 
purpose could have been accomplished under 
your instructions. In regard to the Cuochet 
and Landreau claims, you rejected the first 
absolutely. You instructed General Hurlbut 
to ask, if the proper time for such request 
should come, that Landreau be heard before 
the Peruvian tribunal, and that, in ease of 
u peace providing for a cession of Peruvian 
territory as a condition, his claim be brought 
to the attention: of Chili and Peru. Under 
your instructions General Hurlbut, although 
upproving the :ustice of Landreau’s claim, 
never brought it to the consideration of the 
Peruvian government. During my mission 
to South America [ never reierred to it. The 
claim has never been mentioned either to the 
Chilian or Peruvian governments by mizisters 
of the United States.

declaring Arabi Pasha as a rebel, 
throughout Egypt by the agency of Bedouin 
chiefs, but the severe measures taken by Ara- 
bi Pasha against several influential chiels 
render it very difficult for the authorities to 
induce them to undertake the mission, The 
enemies’ patrois are ve.y vigiant, so we get 
no auihentic news of whut is passing beyond 
the range of our glasses. The enemies’ posi- 
tion, though strong, is much less formi- 
davle than was. the bvors’ position 
at Laingnet. A correspondent .of Reuter’s 
Telégram company at Alexandria telegraphs 
that the khedive refuses to entertain a propo- 
sition to extend amnesty fo the principal! revel 
officers, with a view toinducing them to aban- 
don their allegiance to Arabi. An official 
from the German foreign office is expected to 
arrive in Alexandria to-morrow. flis visit 
wil! be the first of the kind since the depusi- 
tion of Ismuaila, the late khedive. It is un- 
derstood that he is the bearer of important 
dispatches. A force of 250 rifles and some 
native police to-day surrounded the village of 
Cormuss, beyond Pompey’s Pillar, where 
there is a regular market for loot. and seized a 
few cart loads.

Arabi Deprecates the Sending of Turkish Treeps— 
His Popularity Among the Ulemas. 

Lonpon, July 26.—A dispatch to tne St. 
James Gazette from Constantinople says a tel- 
egram has been received from Arabi Pasha 
deprecating the dispatch of Turkish troops to 
Egypt, and declaring bis fidelity to the Cali- 
phate. A dispatch to Reuter's telegram com- 
pany from Constantinople says Afabi Pashi is 
very popular among the Ulemas and the low- 
er classes. The Turks believe that if he is de- 
feated he will destroy Cairo, juin the insurg- 
ents in Soudan and proclaim the independence 
of upper Egvpt. Some of the sultan’s ad- 
visers counsel him to send a force merely to 
occupy Alexandria, while others propose the 
dispatch of a deputation of ulemas to induce 
Arabi Pasha to lay down arms. It 1s reported 
in diplomatic circies that Prince Bismarck 
instructed the German representatives here to 
declase that Germany rezards England's in- 
tervention in Egypt as the only weans of 
avoiding a Kuropean conflict, and believes 
that when Egypt is pa¢iliced the powers 
will demand a collective settlement 
of the Egytian question. The Duily News 
says the statement that Turkey has consented 
to send troops to Kyypt is misleading.

THE GEORGIA PACIFIC. 

Yesterday fifty two bands were given trans- 
portation to the work om the Georgia Pac: fic 
railroad near Villa Rica, where a large forve 
is now epguged on the road bed.

They are now at 
the Merchants’ bank in this city, where they 
can be seen by bond speculators. 

When compeleted the G and D., road will 
penetrate the great gold fields of Georgia, and 
will bring into the commercial arena a large 
section of country which is now completely 
isolated. Between Ganesville and Dahlona- 
ga there is a fine agricultural field which will 
empty many tons of cereals into the market. 
Che company is now negotiating for motive 
power and rolling stock, and will, within the 
next year, add another important industry to 
Georgia,

The Leoulaville and Nashvilie Extension—The Rich- 
moed aad Danville and Other Lines. 
From the Louisville Courier Journal. 


Work on the Knoxville road is proceeding 
in an entirely satisfactory manner, and by 
January .l, we will have through cars to 
Knoxville. Railroad building beyond Knox- 
ville is active, and by the time the Louisville 
and Knoxville line is completed the whole of 
the Seuth Atlantic coast will be open te us. 
The mineral resources of this region are ap- 
preciated only by a few men of science, by a 
few speculators, and by some railroad man- 
agers. Lands haye been sold at merely nomi- 
nal figures, but are now advancing.

The Pensacola and Atlantic road, also 
building, by the assistance of the Louisville 
and Nashville will be an important feeder to 
to this system. It brings the Florida penin- 
sula in direct communication with the rail- 
road system of Louisville and the northwest, 
and opens new markets for all the products 
of Florida. It is a imistake to suppose that 
Florida produces nothing but oranges and 
“garden truck.”” Important as these things 
are, the lumber interests greatly exceed them, 
and it is a very valuable traftic for a railroad.

The Louisville and Nashville managers are 
also fostering the development of the country 
around Birmingham, and the business in that 
section is reaching large proportions. Large 
sums Of money have, during the past few 
years, been invested in the coal and iron 
fields of Alabama, and now they are proving 
productive.

They are now run 
ning aforce day and night, the evaporator 
never getting cool from Monday morning till 
Saturday night. They give employment to 


40 or 50‘hands; some care while others bear off 


the fruit to and from the evaporator. Messrs 


King & Co. find, so I understand, ready 
sale for all of their evaporated 
fruit and are making a very 
handsome profit on it. The evaporator does 
not as yet do the work it was recommended 
to do; perhapsin a day or two it will. There 
are numbers of other evaporaturson asmaller 
scale in and around the city that are doing 
good business in this line, and several more 
are expected to open upsoon. This begins to 
look like business andthe dull! times that 
were predicted in this section during the sum- 
mer months have been operated upon by a 
kind of presto change and vanished, and hun- 
dredsof poor people who were never known 
to have an extra dollar at this season of the 
year now wear smiling faces and bid defiance 
to his wolfship. Cornucopia is certainly the 
ensign of the times bereabouts.

THE TALE OF A VALE. 


NACOOCHEE, THE CHEROKEE 
MAIDEN, AND THE RIVER. 


Yonah-Ma-Ya’'s Beautiful Daugh'er—Her Wooing by 
Chestatee and Death by Tallalah’s Hand—The 
Sawtee Scenery—Mt. Ycnah’s Mighty 
Precipice—The Wild Deer. 


From the Dahlenega Mountaiu Signal. 

This vale, together with its surroundings, 
presents to our view the beautiful and the 
sublime in all their power. Nacoochee, in the 
Cherokee language, means ‘*‘Evening Star,”’ 
the name of a beautiful princess who lived, 
as tradition says, over three hundred years 
ago. She was the daughter of Yonah-Ma-Ya, 
(Bear Killer) the king of a large tribe which 
occupied a large portion of the country east 
of the Tennessee river. It was he that for 
tified against the Spaniards, and gave them 
battle after battle, until he lost his life, 
and his daughter fell heir to his 
fortune and power. She ruled with 
all the dignity necessary for aqueen, and had 
such winning ways, that her tribe loved her, 
and besides, two noted chiefs of other tmbes 
fell at her feet. She was woved by Chestatee, 
and her heart and hand given him, when the 
jealous Tallulah rushed upon them and 
plunged the cruel knife into each of their 
bosoms. The two were laid side by side in 
one grave, near the crystal waters of the Chat- 
taLoochece und in the valley that will bear her 
name while tune lasts, 

THE VALLEY OF 
Lies on the stream above 
miles in length, and from 1'% to 3 miles in 
width. From the west enters a_ beautiful 
streain, (Duke’s creek) which unites with the 
Chattahoochee near the nriddle of the vailey. 
From the east enters the Sawtee, which unites 
With the river just below the mouth of Duke's 
creek. Here the three are in one, and their 
waters rollon toward the great gulf affording 
fish in abundance tothe many farmers that 
occupy the greater portion of the fertile soil 
on either side. Looking north, a distance of 
ten miles, we behuld the lofty peaks of the 
Biue Ridge, and to the north east a distance 
of eight miles, is to be seen Tray mountain, 
Whicais the highest in Georgia, except Bell 
miountaln, in lowns county. To the south- 
east, four niles from the valley, is Mount 
Yonah, which is noted for its 

MIGHTY PRECIPICE, 
and stands alone, surrounded by small hills 
and meandering streams. Four miles above 
the valley, on Duke’s creek, is one of the 
most beautiful and sublime waterfalls that 
Georgia can boast of. The water leaps from 
the top of Hickory Nut mountain, falling 
over 50U feet in the depths below, Little has 
been done to improve what all should take 
the deepest interest in. The surroundings are 
grand, and the scenery cannot be surpassed 
»y Toczoa or Tallulah. Ifi passing down this 
siream we come to the great placer gold dig- 
ging which caused so much excitement from 
1857 to 1872. Immense amounts of gold were 
obtained, and numbers of pieces that weighed 
as high as 500 dwts. and the rise In the val- 
ley again, and the next object that strikes our 
eyes is one that has been the study of many 
for years, but to no effect.

Aiter exploring, by means of tun- 
nels, it has been supposed that it is the work 
of the ancient mound builder. <A few relics 
and human bones have been taken from it, 
but not suflicient to prove that it was used 
entirely fo. burying the dead, is Was SUp- 
posed years ago. Many smaller mounds 
mark the spot where the red man has long 
since been lain to rest, and iulted by this 
voice of the Chattahouchee as it rolls slowly 
by. 

Nacoechee is a desirable summer resort and 
years ago, was the most noted in Georgia. 
Allalong the river is to be seen splendid 
farm houses, and one or two mansions that 
cannot be equalled anywhere in the upper 
part of the state. Good mineral water is to 
be had. The wild deer to be 
seen in large numbers in the park owned 
by Captain Nichols. Here is the most mga- 
nificent sunset the eye ever witnessed, capsed 
by the shadows and the gaps inthe moun- 
tains that lie to the west. It would be im- 
posible to speak in flatiering terms of this 
lovely vale and its grand surroundings, hence,

He had a 
fight with a white man on the Rome railroad 
train, broke an umbrella overthe white man’s 
head, afterwards borrowed some quilts 
from some “good country people’ under 
the excuse that he was going to get mar- 
ried, sold the quilts for what they would bring 
and decamped to parts unknown. Bob was a 
sharp one. His motto was to get money. If 
he couldn’t preach it out of bis varied con- 
gregations for the heathen and then use it for 
his own purposes, he would borrow it and 
never pay. But he has gone and the whang- 
doodle mourneth because his cullud sisters 
and brothers will “not be comforted. His 
white cravat, persuasive manners and native 
eloquence ond tall crowned beaver has gone, 
and with them the money collected for the 
heathen who wilil never smell a cent of the 
filthy lucre Bob gathered from many admir- 
ing congregations.

Editor Morning News: ‘The beautiful flow- 
ering tree, of which the above, [the leagus 
streima] is, I believe, the botanical name, but 
whose English name, if it has any, I know 
not, may now be seen occupying a conspicu- 
ous place in nature’s annual pageant, enliv- 
ening sequestered delis, prominent thoronugh- 
fares, and out-of-the-way places with its floral 
beauty, varying its colors chameleon-like, 
from deep crimson to Driiliant scarlet and 
bright red, in consunance with its surround- 
ings. I know of no tree'in the floral cata- 
logue more valuable than this, from 
the profusion of ‘its floriage, and 
the great length of time it con- 
tinues in bloom. These trees, which seem 
not to increase or diminish in number, and, 
like mules, to never die, were evidently 
planted at some period in the history of .Sa- 
vannah when an esthetic taste or incipient 
love of the beautiful existed; but such a taste 
evidently no longer exists, or else these beau- 
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tiful trees would liberally abound through- 
out the city., & 

There are places, especially in northern Eu- 
rope where, could this tree be obtained or ac- 
climated, it would be of priceless value; but 
in Savannah, where it grows with indigenous 
vigor and beauty, because common and free 
growing like the sunflower, is not apprecia- 
ted. As ‘Oscar Wilde’ has properly and 

racefully held up the sunflower as the exs- 
thetic emblem of the tloral kingdom, I claim 
alike tribnte for the lugusstremiain the 
department of ornamental or flowering 
trees and hereby enter an appeal to the 
citizens of Savannah, but especially the 
city government, in its favor.

Details of the Taking of the Vell by Baliimore’s Most 
Celebrated HKeauty. 
Special Dispatch to the Globe- Democrat. 
BaLTiMore, Md., July 21.—Miss Emily Mc- 
Tavish, the wealthy society yvoung lady who 
in May last siddenly renounced the world and 
entered the Convent of Mt. De Sales as a 
novice, was to day invested with the nun’s 
habit at that institution, adopting instead of 
her own name that of Sister Mary Agnes. The 
ceremonies took place in the chapel, there be- 
ing absolutely no one present except several 
menmibers of the family and two or three in- 
vited friends.

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A CELEBRATED PRIEST. 


Death at New Orleana of Father Charles Boglioli- 
iiis Remarkable Career. 
Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribuue, 

New Orveans, La., July 23.—For seventeen 
years the Rey. Father Charles Boglioli, C. L., 
has been the priest detailed by St, Joseph’s 
church to attend upon those who needed his 


ministration in the Charity hospital in this’ 


city. His duties required his presence at any 
and all hours. He was a colossus physically, 
of wonderful heaith and power, and master 
ofhalf a dozen languages, and was thus 
specially fitted for the duties to which he 
had been assigned. He sbrunk from no con- 
tagion, and never acknowledged fear or fa- 
tigue. In past years several pa 
tients suffering with leprosy received 
treatment at the hospital, as many as three 
dying of this terrible disease in 1lssl. These 
people the priest was especially attentive to, 
giving them much aore of his care than his 
duties to the church required, so that even 
the attending physicians warned him of the 
danger to which he exposed himself. He 
paid no attention to the warning, and the re- 
sult was he became infected with the dread 
disease, and, after a long illness, died last 
night of-leprosy. The dead priest was a _ re- 
markable man in many respects. He’ was 
born in Canessi, Italy, in 18t4. He studied 
in philosophy forthree yearsin the College 
of Placentia, and theology six years. While 
still a young man he was sent as missionary 
to America. He was ordained as a priest 
by Archbishop Blane, in New Orleans, in 
Isd1. Meantime he had been leader in 
ecclesiastical schools in western states and 
Louisiana.

_. Tuere will be no epidemic of yellow fever 

this year Dr. Chaille, of New Orleans, pre- 
dicts. He argues that there will be no epi- 
demic because ro epidemic ever began with- 
out numerous cases of fever before August 1, 
and there have been thus fam only one im- 
ported and one suspicious local case; because 
the weather is cool and pleasant, and diseases 
of all kinds are rare in cool summers and the 
city always healthy; and because of the un- 
usual quarantine and sanitary precautions 
New Orleans has been taking. Dr. Chaille’s 
statement is reassuring, both because he can 
speak with certainty and because the appro- 
priation for the national board of health 
having been cut short, would greatly cripple 
sanitary regulation if there were an epidemic, 


Accorp1NeG to the Valdosta Timesthere have 
already been shipped one hundred and sixty- 
two car loads of melons from that town. 
They average one thousand melons to the car, 
and the ayerage net profit has been one hun- 
dred and seventy-five dollars acar; or twenty- 
eight thousand three hundred and fifty dol- 
lars in all. Besides this Valdosta has shipped 
one hundred barrels of Irish potatoes worth 
six hundred dollars, and two hundred crates 
of cucumbers worth four hundred dollars. It 
is estimated that this is not half the shipment 
from Lowndes county. Ousley Station has 
shipped ahgut one hundred and twenty five 
car loads  : melons, McRee’s about seventy- 
five cars, and Naylor probably fifteen or 
twenty. Probably over one hundred thousand 
dollars will go to Lowndes county this season 
for melons alone. A showing like this is 
stronger than any arguments for raising fruit 


Ox to Oklahoma is still heard. If it were 
not mid-summer the fiery Payne might com- 
mand more public attention. The Kansas 
City Times says: ‘It can be stated, as a fact, 
that camps of colonists are on the borders of 
Kansas now, making preparations to go into 
Oklahoma to stay.’’ The lands on which the 
doughty captain desires to squat are those of 
the Creeks, Seminoles and other Georgia and 
Florida Indians. These lands have been 
ceded to the general government, and Payne 
insists are subject to general pre-emption and 
settlement, as are other parts of the public 
domain, and that the government can’t legally 
turn him out. The government, on the 
other hand quote section 2,147 of the Revised 
Statutes, which in effect provides that any 
parties trespassing in ‘‘Indian country”’ shall 
be ejected by the Indian agent, or sub-agent 
exercising control over the Indians owning 
said country ; but Payne denies this and the 
government, smilingly, says it is regarded 
politic to prevent the occupation of the land, 
We would, therefore, regard it as politic for 
Payne and his ‘“‘camps of colonists’ to keep 
out of Oklohama.

The New Orleans cotton exchange moved 
in the matter a few days ago, but how many 
exchanges, or boards of trade, or chambers of 
commerce joined the movement? And yet 
these representatives of the business of the 
south never had a better opportunity to make 
their intluence felt in a cause entirely just, 
The public sentiment of the south never had 
a better opportunity to display its patriotism; 
but, from first to last, we have encountered 
mothing but apathy. It is to be doubted 
whether in the history of legislation 
a more infamous proposition was 
ever made than that embodied 
in the McKinley amendment. No 
claims that the additional tax on cotton ties 
will benefit any interest on earth except three 
manufactories in Pennsylvania and two in 
Ohio. Cotton ties are already protected, so 
that American manufacturers can reap an 
immense profit, but it is now proposed to in- 
crease the tax so that foreign importations 
will be prohibited altogether, and the profits 
of the monopolists will be. increased in pre- 
cisely the same ratio. In other words, the 
tax will be colected altogether out of the 
southern cotton-raiser and it will go into the 
pockets of the monopolists. 

Protection is one thing, and robbery is 
another; and the southern farmers, after 
facing all sorts of disasters and contending 
with all sorts of obstacles, are about to be 
robbed for the benefit of an interest that has 
grown rich enough to buy congressmen right 
and left and to keep a lobby employed in 
Washington. Discussion ayails nothing; ar- 
gument is thrown away. When the facts 
bearing upon the condition of the cotton- 
growers and the effects this infamous measure 
will have upon their already crippled re- 
sources, the bought congressmen smile, shrug 
their shoulders and make noreply. There is 
no reply to be made, so they quietly vote for 
it and pocket their fee. 

When Tue Constitution first denounced 
the proposition, a Georgia contemporary at- 
tempted to weaken the force of the argu- 
ments we employed by the statement that 
the farmers sold their cotton ties with their 
cotton, and thus received a profit upon their 
investment inties.

The strike of this year was certainly ill- 
timed, it was started at atime when trade 
was extreme y duil; and the markets were 
overstocked with manufactured goods. The 
mill-owners were only too glad to shut down 
for the purpose of making repairs and for the 
further purpose of letting consumptiun over- 
take production. The price of iron has not 
materially advanced, and it is now thought 
that if the principal mills had not been 
stopped by the strike there would have been 
a panic in the iron market.

Butif it passes into 
the system from the outside through an abra- 
sion or cut,it will almost surely produce lockjaw and 
u.timately cause death. The twy pistols arefclumsy 
instruments. ‘The waf:rs seldom explode prompt: 
ly, and, even when they do, throw off sparks and 
fragments that may break the skin of the pistol- 
hand. If through these wounds the fulminate of 
mercury gets into the blood, lockjaw is a natural 
result.

In Baireuth, Bavaria, Richard Wagner's latest 
operatic creation; ‘‘Parsifal,’’ will reeeive its first 
performance yesterday. The quaint, sleepy little 
place,which for years has lain dormant, was roused 
to temporary activity in 1876 by the coming of the 
king and his royal) friends to attend the “Nibelun- 
gen’’ festival, and now, on the occasion of the first 
represeiftation of ‘‘Parsifal,’’ much the anima- 


tion and bustle which marked that summerof six 
vearsagois again apparent in the usually quiet 
Bavarian town. Our correspondent tells, in a 
letter which we publish in another column, 
of the reawaking of Baireuth from its accustomed 
lethargy aud the preparations which are being 
made by the people and by Richard Wagner and 
his musicians for this latest event in his musical 
career. Of the merits of the new work nothing can 
be determined as yet, for, although the vocal score 
has been made public, the orchestral scoring, on 
which the value of the opera depends, will be care- 
fully guarded from inspection until after the per- 
formance of to-day. Everything seems to have been 
done that money and friendship can accomplish to 
place *‘Parsifal’’ advantageously before the musical 
world. The friendship of the king Das again se- 
cured Wagner valuable aid, the royal treasury and 
the Royal opera house at Munich, having 
been drawn on heavily to provide money and per- 
formers. The Patronat-Verein, those devont be- 
lieyers in the ‘‘music of the future,’’ have furnished 
three hundred thousand frances for the occasion. 
The principal singers of Germany have lent their 
services, and thoush Hans Richter is not to lead the 
orchestra, as in the ‘“‘Nibelungen’’ festival, the king 
has sent Levi and his best instrumentailsts from the 
Munich opera house. Should ‘Par-ifal’’ fail to 
meet the expectations of Wagner's confident ad- 
mirers it will be useless to put forth any plea of in- 
sufficiency of funds of preparation as an excuse.

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GENERAL BEAUREGARD 


Detalls the Offers Tendered Him ot the Egyptian and 
Roumanian Command. 
Chicago Tribune New Orleans Special. 

A paragraph appeared ina recent issue of 
your paper to the effect that General Beaure- 
gard was in 1870 offered the command of the 
Egyptian army, but the tender was subse- 
quently withdrawn through the infiuence of 
George H. Butler, United States consul. This 
came to the attention of General Beauregard, 
who met your reporter this morning. He said 
that he had been tendered the command of 
the Egyptian army, and he had heard that 
Consul Butler had interferred to oppose him, 
but he had no other information of that part 
of the matter than hearsay. “In 1866,” 
said Genera) Beauregard, ‘I was ip London, 
where I had gone to arrange some business 
for the Jackson railroad, of which I was pres- 
ident at that time. I received a letter from 
the representative of the Roumanian govern- 
ment residing at Paris, asking me if I was 
conung to the French capital. Otherwise le 
would visit me at London. as he desired to see 
me on important business. As | was going to 
Paris, I wrote him to that effect. Shortly 
afterward I visited Paris, and was tendered 
by him the command of the armics of Rou- 
mania. At that time the country was a prin- 
cipality, owing a national allegiance to the 
sultan. Prince Charles of Hehenzollern was 
hereditary prince, or Hospodar, as they called 
him. In 1881 Roumania was made an inde- 
pendent kingdom by the treaty of Berlin, 
and the hospodar was crowned king. In 
1866, however, Roumania was pretty nearly 
independent under the protection of Russia, 
and hada population of some ftiye millions. 
This was the condition of the country whose 
army I was invited to command. I refused 
the proposition because I did not wish 
desert the people of my own country, with 
whom and tor whom I had taken ;,artin the 
great war. I hoped todothem some service 
in assisting to rebuild the broken fortunes of 
the country, and therefore I declined the 
offer. Moreover, I felta distaste to offer my 
sword toany foreign country. In 1568 I was 
offered, by an agent of the Egyptian ygovern- 
mentin New York, the command ofitsarmy. 
I still held the same views heretofore ex- 
pressed, but | thought proper to consult with 
some reliable friends, and I was confirmed in 
my determination to decline the offer, which 
I did. In 1870 the khedive, having re- 
solved to pluce the organization of the 
army in the hands of American ofticers for 
the purpose, as it was alleged, of weakening 
as much as possible the force of Kuropean 
influence that had long been feltin Egyptian 
affairs, another offer was made to me tg take 
command of the Egyptian army. This time 
I did not immediately decline the proposal, 
which stipulated that I should carry with me 
a military staff to be composed of such officers 
asl might choose. It occurred to me that I 
might, by accepting the offer, be in position 
to assist a numberof able southern officers 
who had been forced by the result of the war 
to suffer much adversity, and I further thought 
that some advantages might accrue to our 
common country by my acceptance of the 
position. I therefore held the offer under 
consideration, but before I had announced 
any decision the proposal was withdrawn, as 
l understood bv report only, through the in- 
terferenee of Consul Butler. I had never 
given the matter much concern, and I then 
dismissed it without regret.’’ 

The general said, in reply to questions, that 
he had been so much engaged in work on his 
book—a history of military operations in the 
late war—that he had not time to study the 
situation and probable outcome in Egypt, 
and he declinéd to give an opinion on the 
subject. He had known a number of officers 
whwu had taken service in Egypt, but excused 
himself on account of his engagements from 
speaking of them at length.

Clean.

Wasuincron, July 24.—‘'There is only one 
state in the United States and only one rep- 
resentative in congress that has no interest in 
the river and harbor bill,”’ said Representa- 
tive Cassidy, of Nevada, to a correspondent.

Still there will be 
some money left after this bill is passed, and 
I’ll make a big pull to get some of it for 
a public building = at Carson City, 
which we need very much. This haul of the 
treasury,’’ continued Mr, Cassidy, ‘‘reminds 
me of an occurrence in the early day of Cali- 
fornia. The legislature had been in session 
the allotted time, and was about to adjourn. 
Every body had got his bill and appropriation 
through, but just before the motion to ad- 
journ was put, a member rose to a ‘question 
of privilege.’ ‘What is it?” asked the speaker. 
‘Mr. Speaker,’ answered the member, ‘I ask 
of you as a question of privilege, now that all 
the bills and drains and hauls have ‘got 
through, bow much money is left in the trea- 
sury?’ The speaker made a little calculation, 
and answered: ‘About $100,000.’ ‘Then,’ said 
the member, ‘I move to rake her.’ In the 
rakirg in this case I want to get money 
enough to put up one public building iu Car- 
son City.’’ 


THE FANCHON'’S FLUE. 


A Disastrous River Accident in Which Many Lives 
; are Leat. 

“New Onveans, July 26.—About 6 o'clock 
this evening the steamboat Fanchon, on 
Atchafalava river, when opposite Louisiana 
avenue, soon after leaving ber wharf, blew 
out the head of her forward flue. E. Qua- 
trereaux, first clerk, had just gone down on 
the lower deck and was slightly scalded and 
blown overboard but rescued. Dave Hawk- 
ins, second clerk, was also’ on 
the lower deck and _ badly | scalded, 
He cannot recover. Mike Foley, first mate, 
was scalded and blown overboard but rescued. 
The second mate was also scalded. One col- 
ored .fireman was instantly killed, and 15 
colored detk hands more or less injured. 
Many of them jumped into the river. Some 
were picked up by skiffs, but it is believed 
that 5or6 were drowned. The steamboat, John 
H. Hanna, just ahead, and wag behind the 
Fanchon when the accident happened, 
stopped to render asssistance. None of the 
passengers were injured. The Fanchon is 
owned by the same parties who owned the 
John Wilson, recently lost on the Atchafal- 
aya river, and was 1n charge of the same offi- 
cers. After the excitement had subsided the 
Fanchon was towed back to the city.

Ex-State Treasurer Renfree Had Star-Route Brady's 


Colenel’s Commission and Returns It. 
From the Washington Critic. 

In Saturday's mail General T. J. Brady, of 
this city, received a letter, which we print be- 
low. It forms one among many pleasant epi- 
sodes of the late war between the sections. 
The circumstance that led to the capture at 
Bull’s Gap of the train of the brigade to 
which General Brady’s regiment belonged, 
and with it the general’s field baggage and 
papers, are too well knewn to need recital. 
The confederate officer who captured the pa- 
pers retained General Brady’s commission as 
a personal souvenir of the event, and after 
keeping it nineteen years returns it with his 
compliments, under the circumstances de- 
‘ailed as follows: 

“Cincinnati and Georgia Railroad, Atlanta, 
Ga., July 19, .882.—General Thomas J. Brady, 
Washington, D.C.—My Friend: It is my 
pleasure to transmit berewith from Captain 
J. W. Renfroe, who commanded the 21st 
Mississippi in the battle of Bull’s Gap in East 
‘rennessee in October, 1863, your commission 
as colonel of the 117th Indiana Infantry. On 
yesterday Mr. Renfroe and myself were talk- 
ing about the persecution of officials, and he 
mentioned the fact that many unjust criti- 
cisms had been made upon himself a few 
years since, when he was state treasurer of 
Georgia, and I followed by stating your case. 
He then asked your initials, and when I told 
him he said: ‘I have his commission as 
colonel, which I captured with his baggage, 
as our corps (Longstreet’s) advanced after the 
defeat of the regiment which was holding the 
Gap. If you know him, it would afford me 
pleasure to return itto him through you.’ I 
gladly aceepted the trust, and request that 
you acknowledge its receipt to; him direct, at 
264 Peachtree street, Atlanta.
